Technicalities of Manufac- 
ture Explained

Instructive Trips Undertaken 
by Mechanical Club 



Yesterday afternoon the Mechanical 
Club visited the Works of Crane, Ltd., 
at 1280 St. Patrick street, on the south 
side of the Lachinc Canal. This com- 
pany is well known as a manufacturer 
of valves and pipe fittings, not only on 
this continent, but also in Great Brit- 
ain and in Australia. 

The visitors arrived in two groups, 
the first of which was personally con- 
ducted through the works by Mr. 
Jamison, the superintendent, and the 
other party by the assistant superin- 
tendent, Mr. Bartlctt. From the of- 
fice the par{y visited the basement to 
inspect the Ingersol-Rand Air Com- 
pressor for supplying the pneumatic 
tools, and the switch-board which is 
an exceptionally large one for a man- 
ufacturing plant. 

There were also two electrically- 
driven "Bilge Pumps" to keep the 
seepage from the canal , and nearby 
wet dock from flooding the basement. 
Pumps are used for j the testing of fit- 
tings, and for moving the fuel oil sup- 
ply, which is kept in an underground 
tank outside the building. Both 
these pumps are installed in duplicate,

"BOARD OF TRADE" 
SUBJECTOF TALK 

Montreal Secretary Speaks to 
Commercial Soc. Tonight 



A considerable group of students 
met in Strathcona Hall last night at 
a supper given by the Volunteer Band 
to Rev. J. Mowatt of Honan, China. 
The president, W. PficfFcr. presided. 

Mr. Mowatt is a graduate of McGill 
'04. During his college days he was 
well known as an athlete and was » 
member of the Senior football team. 

His eighteen years in the F.ast have 
given him an understanding of the Chi- 
nese and their ways which made him 
an interesting and instructive speaker. 

Mr. Mowatt began by illustrating in 
i vivid manner the change in attitude 
of the Chinese to white people in the 
•ast dozen years. His early term as 
"i missionary was marked by many in- 
cidents which showed the hostile spirit 
felt for the "foreign devils". On en- 
tering new localities he was on occa- 
sions stoned — and to evade the wrath 
of the people many subterfuges of dis- 
guise had to be used. On the con- 
trary it was true today that mission- 
aries were often received by general 
-lopular ovations. Mr. Mowatt attri- 
Sutes the change not to any improve- 
ment in method or change in the mis- 
sionary, but to the alteration in many 
aspects of Chinese life — notably in ed- 
ucation. Following a decree of the 
Empress Dowager Western methods 
were introduced and schools were es- 
'ablishcd on the Occidental plan, in 
many cases manned by missionaries. 

Speaking to the medical men pres- 
ent the speaker outlined the methods 
that had been in vogue and the num- 
inous "quack" doctors that still re- 
main. He emphasized the need for 
medical knowledge at present, at the 
same time speaking of the improve- 
ments and advances that were being 
nade with the help of the Rockefeller 
school and medical missionary doctors. 
Besides these, the western universities 
were contributing about fifteen or 
twenty trained Chinese doctors each 
year. 

From the evangelistic point of view. 
Mr. Mowatt made it clear that no man 
need go to China to preach nowadays 
looking for "souls as an Indian looks 
for scalps." There are many ways oi 
helping the Chinese by showing them 
how to live. A man's theology need 
be broad and practical in the best 
ense. The Chinese of the best classes 
have no time for a worn-out dogma- 
tism. 

It is a long time since students 
have listened with so much interest 
and benefit to one so eminently cap- 
able of presenting his subject. Mr. 
Howatt deserved the thanks of every 
man present. 



Mr. Stanley Cook will be the headline 
attraction at to-night's meeting of the 
Commercial Society, when he will speak 
on the Montreal Board of Trade. Any- 
one who lias ever heard Mr. Cook 
speak knows that it is an attraction not 
to be missed at any cost. In, case there 
are some the uninitiated who .do not 
ki.ow who Mr. C.-,ok is, the word that 
he is Secretary of the Board of Trade 
will be sufficient. 

The Commercial Society is extremely 
fortunate in procuring such a distin- 
guished man for this evening's talk, and 
every member is expected to be present. 
The workings of the Board of Trade 
will be explained by a man who has all 
the inside information in the matter. It 
is a subject which should be of interest 
to every student in Commerce, because 
of the large growth of these organiza- 
tions, which are now spread all over 
Canada and the United States- Every- 
one should know something about them, 
and an opportunity to secure first hand 
information docs not come often. 

There is also a good deal of routine 
business to be discussed, which is of con- 
iderable importance to the Society. Dr. 
Villard, Professor Sandwell, and other 
members of the faculty will probably be 
on hand, and are always willing to give 
much appreciated advice to the would- 
be business men. 

The time set for this banner event is 
8.15, and every student is expected to 
be there on time, and not stroll in about 
half an hour after the meeting has be- 
gun.

The McGill Senior basketball team 
won their second game in the City 
League when tllay defeated the Alerts 
by a score of 52 to 23. The game was 
a one-sided affair from the stort. Al- 
though the Alerts were champions of the 
Intermediate League last y*ear they did 
not produce any of the ability which won 
them the title. The McGill team was a 
much heavier and faster moving crowd 
of players. Although the Alerts were 
able to slip under the heavy defence now 
and again, for the most part their shots 
were from the middle of the floor. 

The McGill team is developing a style 
of play that should make the aspirant; 
for the intercollegiate title work hard. 
The team, in spite of the small floor, 
showed speed and was able to keep up 
a fast pace. Manson at oentre, got the 
jump on every occasion- The forwards 
Little and Turpel were working well 
Little presented a bit of shooting which 
brought applause from the rather hostile 
gallery when he scored on a back-handc' 
shot.

CLUB HEARS 
GOODJPAPERS 

Influence of Puritanism on 
English Literature 



LIVE INTEREST 



Difficult Subjects Rendered 
by Mclntyre and Harris 



The "Influence of Puritanism on 
English Literature" was very ably dis- 
cussed' in the two papers with which 
the Historical Club Ws favoured last 
night. The speakers were Harris of 
he Graduate School and Mclntyre of 
he Senior Year. The rather difficult 
subject was. presented in a way that 
bespoke much time in preparation and 
earned the hearty thanks of those près 
ent. 

The meeting was called to order by 
Van Vliet, the president, whose 
prophecy of an evening well spent 
was soon justified. He remarked that 
it was unfortunate that the date of 
the meeting was coincident with Mc 
Gill Night at the Allen; but that the 
attendance made up in quality what it 
acked in quantity. 

Mclntyre commenced on the topic 
for the evening by going into the his 
tory of Puritanism, commencing with 
the 13th century and tracing its rapid 
rise and evolution with the translation 
nd influence of the Bible in Elizabeth- 
lii times to the height of its power at 
the time of the Commonwealth. The 
great reciprocal influence between the 
Puritans and the Bible partly through 
the popularity of the latter was dwelt 
upon, and its powerful effect, moral, 
social and literary. 

As representative writers of their 
time Bacon, Raleigh, Shakespeare and 
Ben Johnson were examinèd,' and ; 
note oh Milton appended! The sub 
ject was carried to the Restoration. 

Harris continued to the completion 
of the Puritan influence at the end of 
the century. He pointed out that lit- 
eraure did not flourish during the Pro 
tectoratc, and that Puritanism, though 
a strong and vital force, was', from its 
nature, unfavourable to it. Richard 
Baxter was quoted to give- the Puritan 
point of view, and the influence of this 
in Milton was pointed out. The place 
of satirical poetry was taken up, and 
a humorous passage • from '-Andrew 
Marvel was cited in proof that it was 
not monopolized by anti-Puritans 
Dryden, as" the outstanding poet of 
the period, and Samuel Butler, an ex- 
ponent of the burlesque, both counter- 
Puritan in influence, were discussed. 
From the Puritan and the' stage the 
speaker turned to Bunyan, and his a! 
most universal appeal. 'To a growth 
of a mundane spirit and their fanata- 
cisni the decline of the Puritans was 
attributed, but in conclusion their 
smouldering spirit was still disclosed 
in the multiform modes of present day 
censorship. 

Following Harris' paper Dr. Friar 
congratulated the ^speakers on their ef- 
brts and moved a vote of thanks 
which was unanimously accorded'. He 
expressed his approval at the choice 
f subject, as a variation from the mod- 
ern topic usually considered necessary. 
As an' Historical Club they were en- 
itled to an historical paper. The pres- 
nt tendency is to merely scoff at the 
Puritan while overlooking his contri- 
bution to his own and following gen- 
erations. - • 

After'an interesting discussion and 
a demolition of refreshments the club 
adjourned till after Christmas. 

The next paper will be on Immi- 
gration.

Before the game started the McGill 
team elected Woodhouse as captain. 
The picking of the team was not an 
easy matter; however, the substitutes 
were used freely, giving each man a 
chance to prove hU worth. 

The game had hardly begun when 
Ferguson was injured and had to drop 
out. He received a cut over the left 
eye and had to have it sewn up. 

From the outset the superiority of 
the Argonaut team was evident. They 
have a fast team and their defence is 
a big factor. There is room for im- 
provement in their paasing. As for 
shooting, they tried a number of shots 
from outfield, very few of which went 
in, but their shooting at close range 
was good. 

The McGill team is heavy and fairly 
fast. This is the first game in which 
these men have played together, and 
it is not surprising, therefore, that they 
lBck team-work.

and the bilge pumps have a Delco 
system attached, for use in case the 
city power be cut off for a few hours. 

The three low pressure and one high 
pressure steam boilers are used for 
testing fittings. Storage bins arc pro- 
vided for the raw materials. The 
grey iron pigs come from Scotland, 
and Hamilton iron is used for the 
malléable iron castings. The molding 
sand. comes from Albany, N.Y., since 
no sand fit for molding has been found 
in Canada as yet. There is also a bin 
of very fine sand for brass casting. 
Here in the basement the charges of 
iron for the cupolas arc weighed out, 
containing certain percentages of pig 
iron, scrap iron and "sprue iron." The 
coke for cupola use is imported from 
the States. 

Contrary to the usual practice, the 
cupolas are situated on the top floor. 
Test bars are run every 15 minutes. 
The molten iron flows into a large 
ladle, from which the supply ladle is 
filled. This - ladle is run around the 
foundry on a track, and front it are 
filled the individual pouring ladles 
which run over the rows of molds, 
each on its own track. 

The molds are broken up over a 
grating, and the sand falls through to 
a belt conveyor which takes it to a 
mechanical riddle, where it is sifted, 
and to a mixer where it is tempered, 
and then supplies it to the molders' 
benches ready to be used over again. 
A man will make 300 molds in a 10- 
hour day. 

the brass foundry has 20 melting 
furnaees. The brass valve fittings are 
all machined on turret lathes, milled 
and ground. The parts to be nickeled 
are bulled, cleaned, and put through a 
nickel plating bath. The valves are 
assembled, tested, and sent to the 
store-rooms. 

In this department the exhibits to 
be placed in the showroom at 383 
Beaver Hall Square were being prepar- 
ed and arranged in glass cases. 

All standard valves are tested at 250 
lbs. pressure. 

The pattern shop was then visited, 
one of the best equipped in Montreal 
A few wooden patterns are made, but 
the iron is used for the patterns of all 
standard fittings. 

In the mill room there arc six 
'tumblers" where the iron fittings are 
cleaned. They are then sorted and 
machined with semi-automatic mach- 
inery using collapsible taps. Wide 
flange* are machines in a variable- 
speed fethe. Malleable iron fittings arc 
first annealed In 'oil-fired ovens and 
straightened in heavy presses. If de- 
sired they are galvanised in a coke- 
heated sine bath. ' 

The ovens in the core shop are oil- 
heated. The cores are made by girls. 
Then is alto a large mechanical core- 
oven which is used : when there are 
enough cores to be made to justify its 
operation. 

Before leaving, the stock room and 
order department were visited. 

This was one of the most deeply in- 
teresting and instructive trips of this 
season of the club's activities, and 
those who profited by it are much in- 
debted to Mr. Potter and Mr. Ben- 
net, who sanctioned the trip, as well 
as to Mr. Jamison and Mr. Bartlett 
for their willingness to explain tech- 
nical details. A visit to the C.P.R. 
Angus Shops is proposed for next 
Wednesday afternoon.

lents* Christian Association, Société 
Française; (c) The Women Editor of 
the McGill Daily; (d) A representative 
from each of the faculties and depart 
nents— -Arts, Law, Medicine, Dentistry, 
Pharmacy, Graduates' School, School of 
Social Science, Music, School of Phy- 
scal Education, School of Graduate 
Nurses. Each representative shall be a 
full course student in her faculty or de- 
lartment. 

(3) — The Executive Council shall be 
he only recognisable medium between 
the women students and the University 
luthorities and the general public. 

(4) — It shall control all funds contri- 
buted by the general body of students to 
any undergraduate enterprise. 

(5) — All articles written for the Daily 
by women rtudfcnts shall pass through 
the hands of the woman editor. 

(6) — It shall act as a Court before 
vhich any student may be called to ac- 
:ount for a misdemeanor. 

(7) — The Executive Council shall 
itrrve to promote social life and aca- 
demic unity among the women students. 

(8) — It shall elect the President and 
Vice-Presfdents from the Executive 
body, and shall appoint two secretaries 
and • treasurer from outside the execn- 
the. 

The President shall he elected from 
the representatives of the various facul 
tics and (Departments.
